Zeppelin Dirigible, Schwaben, 6

BERLIN, Sept. 9.—The Zeppelin dir- 
igible balloon, Schwaben, with six pas- 
sengers on board, arrived over Berlin at 
11:45 o’clock this morning, thereby com- 
pleting its 360-mile journey from Baden 
Baden. 

The big airship encircled the city of 
Berlin and then proceeded to Potsdam, 
where it made a successful landing. 
The Schwaben will remain only one 
day at Potsdam, as the projected “har- 
bor’ for dirigibles has not yet been 
completed.

DEATH IS HOURLY EXPECTED 
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Col. “Ed” Butier. 
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CHOLERA PATIENTS 


ARE TAKEN FROM 
HOSPITAL BY MOB 


Italians Also Capture Quarantine 
Grounds, Freeing Infected 
Persons. 








CHIASSO, Switzeriand, 9. — 


Giola del Colle, a city with a popu- 
lation of 20,000 in the Italian prov- 
ince of Bari Della Puglie, has, ac- 
cording to official advices received 
here, been the scene of savage ex- 
cesses in consequence of the cholera 
epidemic now raging in Italy. 

The disease is said to have reduced 
the inhabitants of Gioia del Colle to 
a condition of desperation. The au- 
thorities In an effort to stamp out 
the infection ordered that all per- 
sons attacked by cholera should be 
taken to a hospital and that those 
who had been in contact with cholera 
victims be isolated in a neighboring 
building. 

The population, incensed by these 
measures and convinced that it was 
the intention of the authorities to 
kill the patients and also those un- 
der observation, gathered to the 
number of sevéral t®ousand for the 
purpose of liberating their relatives 
and friends. 

The hospital was stormed and the 
building thfeatened with inoendiary 
destruction shoulq the mob be inter- 
fered with in releasing the cholera- 
stricken inmates. A small force of 
carabineers, aided by a few police- 
men, attempted to control the crowds, 
but the ferocious attitude of the dem-

onstrators soon made it apparent the 


force was inadequate to cope with 
the situation, and in order to avoid 
bloodshed the doors of the hospital 
were thrown open. 

The crowds ryshed into the build- 


ing, brought out the cholera patients’ 


and carried them in ghastly proces- 
sion through the town. The thor- 
oughfares were lined with persons, 
who acclaimed the cholera victims 
and shouted imprecations against the 
Government. The cholera suspects 
under observation were also set free 
amid similar scenes of frantic en- 
thusiasm enacted by the people, 
The Italian Government has 
patched troops to Gioia del Colle.

BUYS SCHREIBER FARM 


Construction Oompany Head 
Pays $150,000 for Famous 


Race Horse Homé. 


Announcement was made Saturday of 
the sale of the Barney Schreiber stock 
farm on the Florissant road to Capt. 
J. Allen Ware, president of the Ware 
Construction. Co. The price paid was 
$15¢,000 cash. 

The farm comprises 540 acres and for 
the last 18 years has been used by 
Schreiber for ‘breeding and _ training 
blooded racing stock. There are 2 
barns on the farm and several dwell- 
ings, among them being Schreiber’s 
colonial home which is valued at $20,000 
there is aleo a racetrack.

which enter Hast St. Louis from the 
north and east. 

President Reber devoted two hours to 
exhibiting his plats, ordinances and 
other data regarding the building of the 
bridge. He justified the city administra- 
tion’s refusal to condemn property for 
the approaches, except in one case; 
holding that direct purchase had proved 
to be cheaper. .The one exception was 
that of a lot for which the owners de- 
manded $3500, but which was obtained by 
condemnation for $2300. 

Relay Depot Cennection. 

For the first time members. of the 
Legislation Committee learned that the 
eastern railroad approach of the bridge 
had been désigned to permit a connec- 
tion extending north along the bank of 
the river to Relay Depot in Bast St. 
Louis. President Reber said “railroad 
interests’’ had requested this connection 
and the plans had been drawn to ac- 
commodate them. . 

Various organizations have fought for 
two years to have the eastern railroad 
approach run northeastwardly toward 
the majority of the railroads in East St. 
Louis instead of southeastwardly, away 
from them; but they have been suocess- 
fully opposed by, Mayor Kreismann and 
President Reber. 

Open Discussion Asked. 

The eastern railroad approach 
which President Reber defends was 
located where it is at his suggestion 
and without any public hearing, al- 
though an open discussion of the sev- 
eral convenient sites was requested 
many ¢imes. On the advice of Presi- 
dent Reber and Mayor Kreismann, the 
Municipal Assembly steadfastly re- 
fused 

The vacation of Boismenue avenue, 
between Twentieth ang Twenty-first

Aged Father Prays for Hiz:. 

The scene in the jury room pzior ti 
tls verdict waa most dramatic. The 12 
Virginia farmers knelt at dusk in the 
obseurity of the small room, praying 
fervently that |they might pags judg- 
ment aright. Grimly determined, they 
arose a moment later and silently one 
by one orded a unanimous verdict of 
guilty. ater 12 voices, instead of the 
usual one of the foreman, spoke the 
single word, ‘‘Guilty.” 

While the jury was out Beattie seemed 
for a while to be the most unconcerfied 
man in eourt. He sat in the bar reading 
a newspaper. The crowd seemed ex- 
citedly nervous. After a few minutes, 
however, the fortitude of the accused 
man broke and he raised his newspaper 
over his eyes and those standing close 
to him could observe his twitching lips 
as if he were uttering a prayer. His 
aged father beside him, likewise bent 
forward reverently and besought divine 


aid. 
Then came to Beattie the terrible 


climax. 

Extraordinary were all the features 
of the last day of Beattie’s trial. , His 
eonviction followed closely on ope of 
the most forcible and stinging speeches 
to which @ man accused of murder has 
ever been forced to lsten. Louis L. 
Wendenburg, the special prosecutor, 
who made it, not only held the jury 
and the spectators fascinated, but young 
Beattie himself sat with aitateg eyes 
that never once ceased staring /at the 
man who was convincing the jury that 
he was the murderer, 

Beattie Is Horrified. 

Toward the end of Wendenburg’s ad- 

dress Beattie’s confidence was plainly 


shattered. He whispered pow and again | 


to his father. His speech was inter- 
rupted’ by gulpings. Even as he turned 
to speak his eyes remained fixed on his 
prosecutor in a gaze obviously filled 
with horrified fascination. It was as if 
the young man, scarcely past his first 
youth, were listening to a doctor tell- 
ing him that he soon must die of a fatal 
malady. 

Beattie did not break down. He gave 
way to no hysterics. He obeyed no ey! 
pulse to leap from his seat. But if 
ever human eyes bespoke complete de- 
spair it was when he looked upon the 
jury as they filed out. His father pat- 
ted his shoulder. His brother Doug- 
las said something smilingly. Beattie 
glanced from one to the other as if they 
were strangers to him. 

Jurors Are Grave-Facea.,

The effect of Wendenburg’s speech .1 
its entirety was fairly electrical, and 
Judge Watson, mentally decrying any- 
thing that might savor of a@ snap ver- 
dict, ordered Sheriff Gill to give the jury 
10 minutes’ exercise on the Courthouse 
lawn before locking them in the peaked- 
roof attic above the courtroom. 

Grave-faced, «the 12 men marched 
around under th trees. In the crowd 
that watched them they had many 
friends. Several of the jurymen’s wiv-s 
had come to the courthouse with thei 
children to hold a reunion with their 
husbands when their long duty shou 4 
have been declared finished. 

But none of the-12 men made the 
least sign of recognition of anybody. 
It was plain ‘that they realized fully 
and seriously that they had a man’s/ 


life in their keeping. q 


‘ Curious Old Chamber. 

Tt was @ curious ‘chamber in which 
they later were led for their delibera- 
tions. Hot sunshine had made the &attic 
room stifling. Thereswere no arrange- 
ments for comfort. Only four chairs 
were in the room to accommodate the 
12 men. There was a plain pine table. 
A buggy seat and a ragged old carriage 
robe were in a corner. Two small plain 
kerosene lamps furnished the dim il- 
lumination. In one corner of the attic 
wasps had built a mud nest. 

The firet act of the jury when they 
entered the room was to pray. Juror 
Blankenship led the prayer. Blanken- 
ship is a big, full-blooded, earnest-eyed 
man. It is he who possesses the spler- 
cid baritone voice that has guided the 
‘jurymen in the singing of hymns, His 
family is an old one in Chesterfield 
County: In the records of the County 
Clerk there appears the fact that an 
ancestor of Blankenship sat as a juror 
in the trial of a slave for murder in 
1761, 

Yaintly the reverent tones of his voice 
in prayer reached the ears of the pria- 
oner. He stared for an instant at the 
ceiling, then suddenly unfolded his hews- 
paper and seemed to be engrossed in 
it. But his eyes were conveying noth- 
ing to him from the pages. They were 
dancing wildly. With a huge palm leaf 
hia father fanned the youth's brow. 

He was apparently unmindful of the 
attention. There hed come upon his 
face an expression entirely different 
from that of flippancy and confidence, 
which he had so amazingly shown on 
former days of his trial. 

Looking Into the Unknown. 

The man was looking into the un- 
known; into the tremendous mystery of 
death. The. lines of dissipation were 
missing. His eyes had grown strikirig- 
ly luminous and large. His high fore- 
head and wavy hair, the whiteness of 
his face, and the sharpening of nis 
features: under the strain had taken 
away his habitual sneer. His face had 
Lecome piteous and very young. 
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The talk of the men in the jury room 
was tnaudible. The silence in the court 
rocm,; the statue-like rigidity of the 
faces and figures in the — crowd, 
held unbroken, 

Incongruously from without came the 
happy shout of, laughter of a boy. Far 
away and so faintly as to be musical 
sounded the*lowing of cattle. Then, 
rasping on tightly draw. nerves, 
fell the raucous braying of mules andi 
the shrill whinnying of horses, held be- 
yond their eventide water and fodder. 

Beattie at last fell in dandified fashion 
into. the examining of the polished 
nails ofhis large, but graceful hands. 
He turned around and around on the 





third finger of his Jeft hand a ruby 
ying. It has a setting designed for’ a 
oman's hands. It belonged to, his 
j mother, who died. when he was a little 
boy. 

The discussion of the case upstairs 
had proceeded solemnly and from the 
beginning it had only one frend. Each 
juryman ‘told his fellows what most 
firmly convinced him of the young 
man’s guilt. They took, only ofie bal- 
lot. It was unanimous “for Beattie’s 
death. ' 

Later the 12 men. admitted to their 
friends that they stood in judgment nat 
only oyer the cold-blooded murder, but 
upon Beattie’s marital! infidelity as well. 

Beattie started in alarm as a sudden 
sighing solMd came from the crowd. 
From above were —— measured 
and distinct raps. They were delivered 
on the door of the jury room. This lit- 
tle door has a sliding panel that rises 
over a jtiny bevel glass window. 

Singing Of the Locusts. 

Sheriff. Gill peered through this and 
received: the signal that the jury had 
reached a verdict. Somebody shouted 
at the top. of his woice outside on the 
lawn: 

“The jury has knocked.” 

Such has been the signal for years 
given by returning juries in Virginia. 

The crowd on the lawn swarmed 
against the windows and doorways of 
the courthouse. Several men had to 
fight their way back and out of the 
crowd escorting women who had become 
hysterical. For the sending of the ver- 
dict across the entire country a wire 
had been attached to the courthouse 
and an instrument was set up just out- 
side the window at Beattie’s right. The 
click of the telegraph instrument sent 
up a rivalry to the singing of the locusts 
in the sycamores. 


Reads Their Averted Faces. 
It was nearly dark in the courtroom. 


Three oi] lantps gave meager luster to 
the scene. Sunsets red rays still 
streamed through the windows. The 
telegraph operators tensely waited for 
the announcement of the verdict. A 
thick mass of faces rising tn an incline 
to the shabby celling, stared at the 
jurymen. Famous jurists looked down, 
too, from fiy-specked paintings. In the 
minds of the gaping crowd remained 
the thought of the pewerful speech of 
the prosecutor and his denunciation of 
the man “‘who exchanged the glow of 
virtue for passion's feeble tapers.”’ 
Beattie’s eyes, big and seared, searched 
the faces of the incoming jurorg half 
madly. Intuitively he seemed to read 
in their averted faces the decision that 
they had teached. He ‘Bat back quickly 
in his chair and rapidly buttoned his 
blue serge coat, gave a swift touch to 
his white lawn necktie and a swift 
thrust to his thick, wavy hair. 

Holding his neck rigidly, he whispered 
something to his father that the old 
man did not hear. Beattie Sr. was 
drumming the edge of his palm leaf fan 
with lightning fast touches on the table.

Beattie winced as keenly as if he had 
been struck acfoss the eyes with a 
awitch.

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man to speak. QEvery | man of them 
shouted ‘“Guilty,””°and some repeated 
the cry, “Guilty, guilty, guilty.’ 

There came a sagging of the tightly 
rigid figures in the stiflingly crowded 
courtroom: .Messenger boys leaped out 
of the windows, dashing for the wires 
at the other end of the lawn. They fell 
into the crowds on the grass, scrambled 
to their feet and were away again. The 
clatter of the telegraph instruments just 
Outside the windows ‘came sharply. 

Beattie had sto@ up on the demand 
of the clerk to face the jury When they 
were rendering their verdict. In one 
swift, wild look he expressed the agony 
that had struck in upon him. But the 
next instant he had brecéd p Tat and 
determined-to take the verdict siniline- 
ly. It was a weird flicker of a’ smile, 
more painful ‘to see thafii would have 
been his tears. 

Light Is Extinguished. 

A curious thing happened—such a 
thing as a dramatist might have de- 
vised as an effective “piece of busi- 
ness.” On the instant with the ren- 


| dering of the verdict a breeze swept 


through the open dqoorway, - across 
the Judge’s desk and éxtingutshed the 
light of the lamp that = stood-there,» 
Symbolically it suggested the ending 
of a life, 

There was a fault in the written 
finding of the jury. It had declared 
Beattie guilty of murder, but had-not 
specified the degree. The jury was 
Sent out again. Not that it vouch- 
safed Beattie any hope. The tones 
in which his judges had cried forth 
their verdict had told him very plain- 
ly in what degree they had adjudged 
him. So he sat very quiet while Law- 
yer Smith of his counsel and his 
brother Douglas whisperéd to him. 
But his eyes were those of a man 19 
whom their talk conveyed no mean- 
ing. 

The jury returned after nine min- 
utes, 
of murder in the first degree. 

Then Beattie wags sentenced 
death in November.

Delegates Bury the Kiel Measure 
After an Exciting and Ora- 
torical Session. 


HALE MAKES STRONG FIGHT 


Vote to Discharge the Special 
Committee Musters Thirteen 
Votes. 


In the flush of victory achieved by 
Mayor Kreismann and Comptroller 
Taussig in the fight against the bill 
contemplating expenditures of $220,- 
000 for a larger force of employes 
and bigger Salaries in the city insti- 
tutions, they will dictate the pro- 
visions of a new measure soon to be 
presented to the Municipal Assembly. 

The Kiel faction in the House of 
Delegates was overwhelmed by Mayor 
Kreismann’s followers after the bit- 
terest battle that has been waged in 
that body in several years. The de- 
bate frequently turned to personali- 
ties, and once—when Delegate Galla- 
gher took issue with Chairman Hale 
of the special committee in charge “of 
the bill—a more or less polite sub- 
stitute for “liar was employed. 

Chairman Hale said the eagerness 
shown by some delegates to force the 
bill to passage in order to “rajt it’’ in- 
dicated to him that “they must hage 
bets that it would be killed.” This re- 
mark was hotly resented. by Delegate 
Igoe, who challenged Hale to be speci- 
fic and lay his charges before’ “the 
proper public officials if he had any m- 
formation of dishonesty.’ o 

Delay Move Causes Uproar. 

The hostilities opened with a motion 
to defer actidn on the bill until the 
special committee had time to meet 
Mayor Kreismann and-~ the Hospital 
Board next Tuesday or Wednesday to 
consider amendments. There was 
boisterous dissent from this proposal and 
a mgze of motions followed so quickly 
that neither Speaker Lawton nor Clerk 
Hehl could keep track of them. The 
delay was finally prevefited by a tie 
vote—each side mustering 14 members. 
Delegates Barnett, Eigel, Effers, -Galla- 
gher, Gazzolo, Gevers, Giegerich, Greg- 
ory, Igoe, McCarthy, Oviatt, Scully. 
Sommerich and Speaker Lawton opposed 
the postponement. Its advovates were 
Delegates Bischoff, Ebrecht, Eckelmann, 
Hale, Hall, Ittner, Klose, Lahiv, Loef- 
fel, Methudy, Mohrstadt, Rabenberg and 
Walker. 

Chairman Hale was white and angry 
as he arose to contend for the adoption 
of the bill. He singled Delegate Igoe as 
the target of his remarks. 

“Delegate Igoe more than any other 


this situations’ Hale declared. .“He 
agreed to a. @@lay and then foreed ac- 
tion a week ago so that we are com- 
pelled to take a vote on this bill tonight. 


Kreismann Attitude Denied. 
“So eager are some of the members 


to have a. vote. that the measure may 
be ‘rolled’ as they call it, that it, indi- 
cates to me they must have “made 
pets the bill will be killed.—Mayor 
Kreismann. hag said that if we get 
together and frame amendments to 
this measure it may prove acceptable 
to him.” 

Half a dozen members, including 
Delegates. Sommerich and Igoe con- 
tradicted Hale’s statement that Mayor 
Kreismann had mentioned the Dill 
Delegate Oviatt pleaded with Speaker 
Lawton to silence Hale. 

“Don’t let him speak any longer; 
this isn't a two-men debate,” yelled 
Oviatt. 

“Let me interrupt him, Mr, Speak- 
er,” clamored Sommerich. 

Delegate Igoe had begun a reply 
to Hale, and Speaker Lawton wag in 
doubt as to whom he should recog- 
nize. In his excitement he_referred 
to Sommerich as “Mr. Somerset” and 
called Hale “Mr. Hall.” 

Chairman Hale was able to send a 
defiance through the babel, and 
raise a question of Delegate Igoe's 
right to sit on the special committee, 

Amendments Quickly Defeated. 

When a lull came, Chairman Hale 
presented some amendments which he 
said had been prepared by him in 
deference to the wishes of Delegates 
Gallagher and Gazzolo, They prompt- 
ly repudiated the amendments, about 
which, they explained, they had not 
been consulted. The amendments in- 
creased the number of resident phy- 
sicians at the city: hospital, permit- 
ted parents of sick children at city 
institutions to remain with them, and 
eliminated a detail of active ‘firemen 
at the several hospitals. 


Hale said that Mayor Kreismann had 
approved the amendment adding to the 
number of resident physicians at the 
city hospital. He was instantly interro- 
gated by Delegate Gregory, who wanted 
to know,;when the Mayor had given his 
approval and how long Hale had posses- 
sion of the amendments, 

‘In the face of the Hospital Roarda’s 
request that we file this bill, Chairman 
Hale has the impudence to tell us that 
we should pass it,’’ Gregory said. The 
Kreismann contingent loudly commended 
this declaration. - 

New Orator for Harmony. 

Taking advantage of a pause in the 
uproar, Delegate Hall surprised his 
friends by an eloquent plea for har- 
mony. Hall wag not known as an ora- 
tor and his sudden flight was cheered. 

I admired our Mayor as he sat with 
the committee today, and told us he 
would give our sick poor relief,” said 
Hall, “Let us kill this bill and work 
with equanimity of plrpose," Hal 
pleaded. Five minutes later he went 
about urging faltering Kiel men to 
vote for the bill. 

After a wearisome presentation of 
amendments, withdrawals and repetition 

of motions, the bill was put to a vote 
and defeated. Then the motion to recon- 
sider was laid or the table and the 
measure which the Kiel faction made the

Aged Father Prays for Hiv. 

The scene in. the jury room prior tt 
tle verdict was most dramatic. The 122 
Virginia farmers knelt at dusk in the 
obseurity of the small room, praying 
fervently that they might pags judg- 
ment aright. Grimly determined, they 
arose a moment later and silently one 
by one orded a unanimous verdict of 
guilty, ater 12 voices, instead of the 
usual one of the foreman, spoke the 
single word, ‘‘Guilty.”’ 

While the jury was out Beattie seemed 
for a while to be the most unconcerfied 
man in court. He sat in the bar reading 
a newspaper. The crowd seemed ex- 
citedly nervous. After a few minutes, 
however, the fortitude of the accused 
man broke and he raised his newspaper 
ever his eyes and those standing close 
to him could observe his twitching lips 
as if he were uttering a prayer. His 
aged father beside him, likewise bent 
forward reverently and besought divine 
aid. 

Then came to Beattie the terrible 
climax. 

Extraordinary were all the features 
ef the last day of Beattie’s trial. His 
conviction followed closely on one of 
the most forcible and stinging speeches 
to which @ man accused of murder has 
ever been forced to listen. Louis L. 
Wendenburg, the special prosecutor, 
who made it, not only held the jury 
and the spectators fascinated, but young 
Reattie himself sat with dilated eyes 
that never once ceased staring at the 
man who was convincing the jury that 
he was the murderer, 

Beattie Is Horrified. 

Toward the end of Wendenburg’s ad- 
dress Beattie’s confidence was plainly 
shattered. He whispered pow and again 
to his father. His speech was inter- 
rupted by gulpings. Even as he turned 
to speak his eyes remained fixed on his 
prosecutor in a gaze obviously filled 
with horrified fascination. It was as if 
the young man, scarcely past his first 
youth, were listening to a doctor tell- 
ing him that he soon must die of a fatal 
malady. 

Beattie did not break down. He gave 
way to no hysterics. He obeyed no im- 
pulse to leap from his seat. But if 
ever human eyes bespoke complete de- 
spair it was when he looked upon the 
jury as they filed out. His father pat- 
ted his shoulder. His brother Doug- 
las said something smilingly. Beattie 
glanced from one to the other as if they 
were strangers to him. 

Jurors Are Grave-Faced, 
.“Let him go free,’”’” Wendenburg had 
thundered, “let him go free; let this 
murderer go unpunished and the State 
fails in its duty to guarantee the se- 
curity of our lives. Let him go free and 
you will place a black hand on the es- 
cutcheon of Virginiq for all eternity.

The effect of Wendenburg’s speech .1 
its entirety was fairly electrical, and 
Judge Watson, mentally decrying any- 
thing that might savor of @ snap ver- 
dict, ordered Sheriff Gill to give the jury 
10 minutes’ exercise on the Courthouse 
lawn before locking them in the peaked- 
roof attic above the courtroom. 

Grave-faced, «the 12 men marched 
around under th trees. In the crowd 
that watched them they had many 
friends. Several of the jurymen’s wiv-s 
had come to the courthouse with thei-~ 
children to hold a reunion with their 
husbands when their long duty shou 4 
have been declared finished. 

But none of the-12 men made the 
least sign of recognition of anybody. 
It was plain ‘that they realized fully 
and seriously that they had a man's 
life in their keeping. 

Curious Old Chamber. 

Tt was a curious chamber: in which 
they later were led for their delibera- 
tions. Hot sunshine had made the attic 
room stifling. There were no arrange- 
ments for comfort. Only four chairs 
“were in the room to accommodate the 
12 men. There was a plain piné table. 
A buggy seat and a ragged old carriage 
robe were in a corner. Two small plain 
kerosene lamps furnished the dim il- 
lurnination. In one corner of the attic 
wasps had built a mud nest. 

The first act of the jury when they 
entered the room was to pray. Juror 
Blankenship led the prayer. Blanken- 
ship is a big, full-blooded, earnest-eyed 
man. It is he who possesses the spler- 
cid baritone voice that has guided the 
‘jurymen in the singing of hymns, His 
family is an old one in Chesterfield 
County. Im the records of the County 
Clerk there appears the fact that an 
ancestor of Blankenship sat as a juror 
in the trial of a slave for murder in 
1761, 

Faintly the reverent tones of his voice 
in prayer reached the ears of the pria- 
oner. He stared for an instant at the 
ceiling, then suddenly unfolded his hews- 
paper and seemed to be engrossed in 
it. But his eyes were conveying noth- 
ing to him from the pages. They were 
dancing wildly. With a huge palm leaf 
his father fanned the youth's brow. 

He was apparently unmindful of the 
attention. There had come upon his 
face an expression entirely different 
from that of flippancy and confidence, 
which he had so amazingly shown on 
former days of his trial.

Beattie at last fell in dandified fashion 
into the examining of the polished 
nails of-his large, but graceful hands.

It belonged to, his 
mother, who died when he was a little 
boy. 

The discussion of the case upstairs 
had poceeded solemnly and from the 
beginning it had only one trend. Each 
juryman told his fellows what most 
firmly convinced him of the young 
man’s guilt.

Later the 12 men. admitted to their 
friends that they stood in judgment nat 
only over the cold-blooded murder, but 
upon Beattie’s marital infidelity as well. 

Beattie started in afarm as a sudden 
sighing solid came from the crowd. 
From above were —B— measured 
and distinct raps. They were delivered 
on the door of the jury room. This lit- 
tle door has a sliding panel that rises 
over a jtiny bevel glass window. 

. Singing Of the Locusts. 

Sheriff Gill peered through this and 
received: the signal that the jury had 
reached a verdict. Somebody shouted 
at the top. of his woice outside on the 
lawn: 

“The jupy has knocked.” 

Such has been the signal for years 
given by returning juries in Virginia. 

The crowd on the lawn swarmed 
against the windows and doorways of 
the courthouse. Several men had to 
fight their way back and out of the 
crowd escorting women who had become 
hysterical. For the sending of the ver- 
dict across the entire country a wire 
had been attached to the courthouse 
and an instrument was set up just out- 
‘side the window at Beattie’s right. The 
click of the telegraph instrument sent 
up a rivalry to the singing of the locusts 
in the sycamores. 


Reads Their Averted Faces. 
It was nearly dark in the courtroom. 


Three oi] lautps gave meager luster to 
the scene. Sunsets red rays. still 
streamed through the windows. The 
telegraph operators tensely waited for 
the announcement of the verdict, A 
thick mass of faces rising tn an incline 
to the shabby ceiling, stared at the 
jurymen. Famous jurists looked down, 
too, from fiy-specked paintings. In the 
minds of the gaping crowd remained 
the thought of the pewerful speech of 
the prosecutor and his denunciation of 
the man “who exchanged the glow of 
virtue fer passion’s feeble tapers." 
_Beattie’s eyes, big and seared, searched 
the faces of the incoming jurors half 
madly. Intuitively he seemed to read 
in their averted faces the decision that 
they had feached. He Bat back quickly 
in his chair and rapidly buttoned his 
blue serge coat, gave a swift touch to 
his white lawn necktie and a swift 
thrust to his thick, wavy hair.

There came a sagging of the tightly 
rigid figures in the stiflingly crowded 
courtroom. Messenger boys leaped out 
of the windows, dashing for the wires 
at the other end of the lawn.

The 
clatter of the telegraph instruments just 
outside the windows ‘came sharply. ~ 

Beattie had sto@ up on the demand 
of the clerk to face the jury When they 
were rendering their verdict. In one 
swift, wild look he expressed the agony 
that had struck in upon him. But the 
next instant he had braced 3 and 
determined to take thé verdict siniling- 
ly. It was a weird flicker of a smile, 
more painful to see thahi would have 
been his tears. 

Light Is Extinguished. 

A curious thing happened—such a 
thing as a dramatist might have de- 
vised as an effective “piece of busi- 
ness.” On the instant with the ren- 
dering of the verdict a breeze swept 
through the open goorway, 
the Judge’s desk and éxtinguished the 
light of the lamp that stood-~-there, 
Symbolically it suggested the ending 
of a life, 

There was a fault in the written 
finding of the jury. It had declared 
Beattie guilty of murder, but had-not 
specified the degree. The jury was 
sent out again. Not that it vouch- 
safed Beattie any hope. The tones 
in which his judges had. cried forth 
their verdict had told him very plain- 
ly in what degree they had adjudged 
him. So he sat very quiet while Law- 
yer Smith of his counsel and his 
brother Douglas whispered to him. 
But his eyes were those of a man 19 
whom their talk conyeyed no mean- 
ing. 

_The jury returned after nine min- 
utes, entering formally their verdict 
of murder in the first degree. 

Then Beattie was sentenced 
death in November.

He found 
Pitzipious’ head lodged against a 
stone at the bottom of the creek, 
which was 4 feet deep. The body 
was brought to shore, and a doctor 
summoneg from Eureka. He said the 
youth’s neck was broken and that he 
died instantly. An ftnquest was held 
and a verdict of accident rendered.

Delegates Bury the Kiel Measure 
After an Exciting and Ora- 
torical Session. 


HALE MAKES STRONG FIGHT 


Vote to Discharge the Special 
Committee Musters Thirteen 
Votes. 


In the flush of victory achieved by 
Mayor Kreismann and Comptroller 
Taussig in the fight against the bill 
contemplating expenditures of $220,- 
000 for a larger force of employes 
and bigger salaries jn the city insti- 
tutions, they will dictate the pro- 
visions of a new measure soon to be 
presented to the Municipal Assembly. 

The Kiel faction in the House of 
Delegates was overwhelmed by Mayor 
Kreismann’s followers after the bit- 
terest battle that has been waged in 
that body in several years. The de- 
bate frequently turned to personali- 
ties, and once—when Delegate Galla- 
gher took issue with Chairman Hale 
of the special committee in charge “of 
the bill—a more or less polite sub- 
stitute for “liar’ was employed. 

Chairman Hale said the eagerness 
shown by some delegates to force the 
bill to passage in order to “rojt it” —* 
dicated to him that “they must h 
bets that it would be killed.” This re- 
mark was hotly resented by Delegate 
Igoe, who challenged Hale to be spect- 
fic and lay his charges before “the 
proper public officials if he had any m- 
formation of dishonesty.” eo 

Delay Move Causes Uproar. 

The hostilities opened with a motion 
to defer actidn on the bill until the 
special committee had time to méet 
Mayor Kreismann and-~ the Hospital 
Board next Tuesday or Wednesday to 
consider amendments. There was 
boisterous dissent from this proposal and 
a mage of motions followed so quickly 
that neither Speaker Lawton nor Clerk 
Hehl could keep track of them. The 
delay was finally, prevefited by a tie 
vote—each side mustering 14 members. 
Delegates Barnett, Eigel, Efters, -Galta- 
gher, Gazzolo, Gevers, Giegerich, Greg- 
ory, Igoe, McCarthy, Oviatt, Scully. 
Sommerich and Speaker Lawton opposed 
the postponement. Its advovates were 
Delegates Bischoff, Ebrecht, Eckelmann, 
Hale, Hall, Ittner, Klose, Lahiv, Loef- 
fel, Methudy, Mohrstadt, Rabenberg and 
Walker. 

Chairman Hale was white and angry 
as he arose to contend for the adoption 
of the bill. He singled Delegate Igoe as 
the target of his remarks.

Hale declared... “‘He 
agreed to a&.@@lay and then forced ac- 
tion a week @go so that we are com- 
pelled to take a vote on this bill tonight. 


Kreismann Attitude Denied. 
“So eager are some of the members 


to have a vote. that the measure may 
be ‘rolled’ as they call it, that it indi- 
cates to me they must have made 
pets the. bill will be killed.~-Mayor 
Kreismann. hag said that if we get 
together and frdme amendments to 
this measure it may prove acceptable 
to him.” 

Half a dozen members, including 
Delegates. Sommerich and Igoe con- 
tradicted Hale’s statement that Mayor 
Kreismann had mentioned the Dill. 
Delegate Oviatt pleaded with Speaker 
Lawton to silence Hale. 

“Don’t let him speak any longer} 
this isn’t a two-men debate,” yelled 
Oviatt. 

“Let me interrupt him, Mr, Speak-

Delegate Igoe. had begun a reply 
to Hal¢, and Speaker Lawton was in 
doubt as to whom he should recog- 
nize.

When a lull came, Chairman Hale 
presented some amendments which he 
said had been prepared by him in 
deference to the wishes of Delegates 
Gallagher and Gazzolo..They prompt- 
ly repudiated the amendments, about 
which, they explained, they had not 
been consulted. The amendments in- 
creased the number of resident phy- 
sicians at the city.» hospital, permit- 
ted parents of sick children at city 
institutions to remain with them, and 
eliminated a detail of active ‘firemen 
at the. several hospitals. 


Hale said that Mayor Kreismann had 
approved the amendment adding to the 
number of resident physicians at the 
city hospital. He was instantly interro- 
gated by Delegate Gregory, who wanted 
to know when the Mayor had given his 
approval and how long Hale had posses- 
sion of the amendments, 

‘In the face of the Hospital Board's 
request that we file this bill, Chairman 
Hale has the impuydenée to tell us that 
we should pass it,” Gregory said. The 
Kreismann contingent loudly commended 
this declaration. : 

New Orator for Harmony. 

Taking advantage of a pause in the 
uproar, Delegate Hall surprised’ his 
friends by an eloquent plea for har- 
mony. Hall wag not known as an ora- 
tor and his sudden fhght was cheered. 

“I admired our Mayor as he sat with 
the committee today, and told us he 
would give our sick poor relief,” said 
Hall. “Let us kill this bill and work 
with equanimity of plrpose,* Hal 
pleaded. Five minutes later he went 
about urging faltering Kiel men to 
vote for the bill. 

After a wearisome presentation of 
amendments, withdrawals and repetition 
of motions, the bill was put to a vote 
and defeated.

Of seven dairies on the Hall's Ferry 
road in St. Louis County that were vis- 
ve.

Stato Pure Food Inspector, only one 
“was found to be in a condition suffi- 
ciently sanitary to be passed as satis- 
factory. The others were scored by 
Dr. Cutler as a menace to the publie 
" health. 

Dr. Cutler was accompanied by Dep- 
uty Inspectors Harry F. Guyette and E. 


A. Ikenberry and newspaper reporters. 
The first dairy visited was that of 
Geotge Gebus, who has 49 cows from 
which he supplies 100 gallons of milk 
daily. The ceiling of the Gebus stable 
was found to be lined with cobwebs, A 
sour smell. came,from the feed boxes. 
The stab's floors were dirty and the 
utensils used for milking and transport- 
ing the milk were lined with @ scum. 


“Are New to Business. 

Gebus was not at home when the in- 
spector and his deputies called, but 
Mrs. Gebus explained that they had 
but recently ‘bought the place and had 
not had iime to get it cleaned up. She 
first said they carried warm water from 
the house and washed the milk cans in 
the shed which covered the well. When 
» Dr. Cutler pointed out to her the dirty 
and slovenly condition in the shed, Mrs. 
Gebus said: 

“Well, we only wash the cans here 
once in a while. Generally we take 
them into the house I know things 
look bad, but we have not had time tv 
get them fixed up.” 

Two women were sitting on the ground 
at Joseph Overy’s dairy, peeling peaches 
and apples, when the inspectors called 
there. When Dr. Cutler asked where 
the dairy was the women looked up and 
giggled, but did noi answer, Cutler 
thought they did not understand and 
asked where were the cow stables. The 
women laughed outright at this ques- 
tion and then one of them seeing a man 
approach, said to Cutler: 

“Here comes the boss.” 

Cows Don’t Need Stable. 

“Hello,”’ Cutler greeted the man, 
“ere you the dairyman? Where’s your 
dairy ?’’ , 

“Yes,” replied the man, “I'm the 
dairyman, but I can’t say exactly as I 
have any dairy. Those are my eight 
cows over there in the field. I milk 
them right where they. are and let them 
stay there. I don't have any dairy or 
stables. I've had the.cows only two 
months and I’m building a_stable for 
them. They'll not need it until it gets 
cqld,.” 

Overy said he sold fen gallons of milk 
each day. The inspectors found that 
‘“Mthe cows were kept clean and that the 

‘Milking utensils were-clean. They gave 

‘m a score of 30 out of a possible 100, 
ut said they would have given him 60 
and passed him «ms satisfactory but for 
‘the fact that he has no milk house or 
stables. 

Milk House Good; Stable Bad, 

The dairy of Ben Gerhart was the 
one the Inspectors pronounced satisfac- 
tory. They gave it a mark of 64% 6ut ot 
100. Fifty is satisfactory, Gerhart’'s 
was the only dairy visited that had a 
milk house with a concrete floor and 
which was free from contaminating sur- 
rou ss. His milk house, however, 
_ had nésgereer’s and his stable was dirty. 
Gerhart ‘gets OT gallons of milk daily 
‘from 2 cows and sells it at retail in 
"Walhut Park, St. Louis. 

At the dairy of H. Liliensiek, an eld- 
erly ‘man, who said he owned the farm, 
i al that Liliensiek leased from him, 

tened Inspector Ikenberry.

Marks on Throat Indicate Anna 
Lemberger, Aged 7, Was 
Strangled to Death. 


MADISON, Wis., Sept. 9.—The nude 
body of seven-year-old, Annie Lember- 
ger, who was kidnaped after going to 
bed at the home of her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin Lemberger, last Tuesday 
night, was found today in Lake Monona, 
a mile from her home. 

Superficial examination of the body 
disclosed no evidence of violence beyond 
a slight laceration of one ear and a 
discoloration on the neck, the latter 
mark indicating that the child may 
have been strangled. 

The body was found by George 
Younger, a cement worker, living in 
South Madison and was brought to an 
undertaking room in this city. No 
weights were on the body nor were the 
hands or feet bound in any way. 

The only motive for the murder, as 
far as the case has developed, seems to 
be revenge on her parents by some en- 
emy at present unidentifed. The child 
went to sleep with an elder sister Tues-, 
day night last. Wednesday morning the 
younger girl was missing from bed. An 
open, Window in the room gave the in- 
timation that she had been kidnaped. 

Younger, who found the body, will 
receive the $500 reward offered by the 
City Council. 

Outside the humble cottage of the 
Lembergers, near West Madison, gath- 
ered hundreds of curious and sympa- 
thizing persons today.

Features of the Beattie case were calculated 
to appeal to the public. The murderer, Henry 
C, Beattie, is the son of a wealthy Richmond 
merchant and one of the best known of the 
younger set of that city. Scandalous passages 
in his private life, furnishing a motive for the 
crime, Were revealed. The murdered young 
wife was the daughter of a family prominent in 
the history of both Maryland and Virginia. 

Notwithstanding these elements, however, in- 
suring a great interest in the case on the part 
of residents of the vftinage,~it is probable that 
if the ride which preceded the shooting had been 
taken on saddle horses or in any old-time variety 
of horse-propelled family conveyance, it would 
have attracted little attention outside of Virginia. 
But the ride had heen taken in an automobile—

Fortnightly Statement Shows Re- 
duction of 19,629 in Sur- 
plus Equipment.

Bereau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today says: “It was Europe 
which gave the initial push against 
our own stock market today. The 
continental markets in particular 
were very depressed before our open- 
ing—which suggested again the pos- 
* | sibility that a large rt of the trou- 
ble in the financial situation general- 
ly may have existed all along abroad. 

“Some rather illuminating facts in 
this connection will be found in the 
London cables. They certainly indi- 
cate that the financial world has not 
been primarily settled by ‘American 
politics,’ or even, for that matter, by 
*Morocoo,’ although Berlin’s financial 
situation, already somewhat tense 
when the midsummer dispute began, 
coulq hardly have been improved by 
the German Government’s playing 
with diplomatic fire. 

“Our own stocks were down a half 
point or so in London before the New 
York market opened... First, prices 
were therefor lower here, and an ir- 
regular decline went on, with a con- 
siderable degree of activity, several 
stocks losing a point or more in the 
two-hour market, and one of them, 
Reading, falling two full points. 

“The market closed unsettled. 
There was little news, and what there 
was had a favorable bearing.. The 
fortnightly “idie frejght-car” state- 
ment showed a further decrease in 
sidetracked equipment of 19,629 cars. 

“Complete compilations of the coun- 
try’s bank clearings during August 
showed an increase of 9% per cent 
over 1910, though the section between 
the Missouri and the Rockies de- 
creased 6%. 

“The Berlin discount market was 
somewhat easier, notwithstanding a 
weekly report of the Imperial Bank 
showing $4,000,000 loss in cash and 
a heavy curtailment of loans and cir- 
culating notes. 

“The bank statement this week 
showed up more favorably; last 
week's exceptional net logs. of cash 
not being repeated, and yesterday's 
week-end estimates having included 
the very large shipments of Friday 
of last week, which obviously figured 
in the next day’s bank return. 

“This week's actual loss in cash by 
all institutions was less than a mil- 
li6n; for the banks alone it was §$2,- 
600,000.

SATURDAY S COMPARATIVE VE FUTURE QUOTATIONS. 


Reported by the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex 
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Traders placed a moderately bullish 
construction on the Government’s, ¢rop 
estimate and bid wheat prices slowly 
upward. . The po Beg was largely pro- 
fessional, \however. 

The bullish feature of the report was 
spring wheat, where a loss of over three 
points was ‘shown for the month of 
August, to a condition of 56.7 per cent, 
against 69.8 per cent on August 1, and 
73.7 per cent for the 10-year average. 

The condition means a crop about 
700,000 bu less than a month ago, and 
nearly 29,000,000. bu less than last year, 
and gives a total wheat yield of 666,- 
762,400 bu, or about 39,000,000 bu under 
last year. 

This traders said was more bullish 
than generally realized, as the domestic 
visible supply is only "22,000,000 bu over 
last year; the foreign visible 7,000,000 
bu under, and export demands running 
at a rate that, if maintained, will oulahe 
ly wipe out ‘the surplus and start a 
ney decreasing movement in world’s 
stoc 

With the Russian crop facing a severe 
shortage, Germany in agitation for a 
reduced tariff on ain and fodder; due 
to high cost of living and very poor 
crops, the bulis say they have abund- 
ant material to work on. 

The unusual shortage in all domestic 
crops, such as potatoes, the indicated 
yield of which is only 320. bu, 

ainst 338,811,000 bu a year ago; corn, 
2,736, 160,000 ‘bu, against 3,1256,715,000 bu; 
oats 842,475,000 bu, against 1,126,765,000 bu 
and hay 46,888,560 tons, against t 60,798,000 
makes for an increased consum 
tion of wheat in all directions, and ad 
to the bullish feeling prevalent amongst 
the professionals. 

Corn reflected some strength, but 
the crop estimate was about a stand- 
off. The forecasted increase of 116,- 
000,000 bu for the month of August, 
while not as bullish as expected, 
lifted the indicated yield to 2,736,000,- 
600 bu, which, although 390,000,000 
bu’ below last year (which was a 
record-breaker) compares with 2,- 
772,376,000 bu in 1909, and is fairly 
well up on the average. 

Furthermore, much of the trade is 
inclined to belleve the Government 
figure of 70.8 per cent too low, in 
the face of the good August weather, 
and that further betterment has tak- 
en place since the crop report figures 
were compiled.

Not knowing what the earth was, they 
postulated that it was alive, an animal, 
breeding all the forms of life on its sur- 
face. Dr. Snider does not postulate it 
as an animal but as an individual, un- 
dergoing the results of Pampsychosis 
through genetic acts of psychosis which 
appear in the “individuation” of life in 
all its forms. As through this process 
life finally rises to consciousness, the 
highest consciousness as an evolution 
explains the process of evolution. Tak- 
ing Darwin to illustrate this, Dr. Sni- 
der frames a system of thought to ex- 
plain not only the evolution but the 
evolutionists. Thus becoming complete 
in itself, the system must be mastered 
by those who expect to explain the 
explainer and the explanation The 
‘**Biocosmos” is one of the most interest- 
ing and valuable of the 16 volumes 
necessary for this purpose. 

This does not underestimate the value 
of Dr. Snider’s works. They are already 
vast. They necessarily become so when 
he attempts to become more nearly 
comprehensive than all who have writ- 
ten on life and nature. He succeeds 
so well that in attempting to find out 
the reason of everything, it is very 
much more rational to study his system 
in 16 volumes than to begin with Pyth- 
agoras, divagitate with Plato, proceed 
to Aristotle, overstrain with Kant, re- 
lapse inte Hegel and react into Darwin. 
(The Sigma Publishing Company, 8t. 
Louis.) 





TESTING THE AMERICAN #“PryPrE 
MAN” 

HE “primary emotions” are these 

T all animals have in common. They 
are the impulses of animal co 

duct. They explain life throughout 
far as it belongs to natural history, As 
far as human life {$ controlled by these 
“primary emotions’ it is as easily ex- 
plained in any single person, tribe or 
people as the life of a family of foxes 
or a pack of wolves. In all flesh-eating 
animals, animal conduct is now reduced 
in scientific tabulation to about half a 
dozen headings, which show the cantrol 
of the various appetites, checked or 
overcome by the great “primary emo- 
tion” of fear. 

As these tests are applied on the evi- 
dence of hugman action, the first quea- 
tion in considering afty biography is 
how far its subject has ceased to be 
merely a ‘‘type-animal’’ and has be- 
come a “‘type-man.” As this question 
has been anticipated unconsciously by 
the biographers of Washington, it has 
been evaded in the usual way. The 
usual way with biographers is to try te 
show that their subject is superhuman. 
He becomes the “hero’’ of their story, 
as soon as they begin to write. A 
hero’s biographer begs all questions 
which belong to common humanity.’ The 
average biographer makes his Man his 
Hero and then a “Superman.”’ 

As a. biographer of George Washing- 
ton, Wayne Whipple might have done 
this or something worse. The usual 
way of attempting to escape hero-wor- 
ship is by turning scandal-monger. As 
hero-worshipping and scandal-mongering 
methods in the case of Washington can 
be carried no further, Mr, Whipple did 
the only thing there was left to do. He 
compiled from original sources “fitted 
together in order’! what he calls “The 
Story Life of Washington.” In his sub- 
title, he calls this a “‘Iéfe History in 
Five Hundred True Stories.”” It is, in- 
deed, a life history, but it is so, because 
many of these stories are not even 
foundeé on facts. Often they are con- 
fessedly fiction. They are sometimes ex- 
tracted from the writings of those who 
as professional romancers, invent facts 
to express their “ideal.” More eften | 
still, they are cut out of compositions 
into which facts from Washington's life 
were woven into an art fabric. Weems 
and Sparks, Washington Irving, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Paul Leicester Ford, John 
Habberton and scores of other writers 


real historians. Another minority shows 
plainly the failure of the ability to make 


even the simplest statement of fact |. 


without perversion. 

As all this is cannected.tn order of 
date with the general movement of 
events into which Washington's life en- 
ergies entered, it. may be history or 


earth. 
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ment without beint controlled by dis- 
trust ef himself or others. On the 
second great test the evidence shows 
in all tts truth and all its falsity, that 
his life developed judgment and the 
power to use it as a habit, with his 
own best judgment ready-for use in 
every emergency, and no longer, under 
the usual control of “primary emotions.” 
He could use it in spite of hunger or 
danger of death; in spite of the threat 
of disgrace and shame, in spite of false- 
hoods threatening him with infamy, if 
he did not surrender his power of judg- 
ment. His friends-and his detractors 
agree that he had this quality. Simply 
and decisively openly in all the routine of 
life and in its great emergencies, he 
rused his judgment, and used it to go 
straight forward to what he thought 
he must reach or fall back from the line 
of his purpose. His purpose was to be 
just. The o@mmon verdict on a man 
whe does this is that he is “straight.”’ 
In old English he is called a “fust 
man.” In old English speech, the “just 
man” ig the type-man of science, be- 
cause he ig no longer controlled by fear 
or the impulses of animal appetite. 

The verdict of anthropology is reached 
by simple compérigon of symptoms 
which prove contro] by the “primary 
emotions” or prove that they are under 
contro] and are merely part of the en- 
ergies of personality, put into “straight” 
action. avs this shows judgment, the 
final test is that of results. ‘‘Look to 
the end,” was the test for Washington 
as he consciously framed his action 
fit his purpose and in any single fail- 
ure, encouraged himself with his maxim 
that “‘the end crowns the work.” As 
indirection, trick and device, all the 
shifts and ev ns of politics belong to 
fear and distrust, he did not distrust 
himself or those who were behind him. 
When he was leading advance he went 
“straightforward.” This is self-direc- 
tion and self-control. As it shows free- 
dom from control by distrust of others, 
it begemes leadership. The evidence of 
fact and myth, of results however per- 
verted, shows that out of this simple 
faculty of judgment in a “straight” man, 
moving straight forward and no longer 
controlled by the fear an@ distrust of 
animal] life, appears leadership great 
enough to “change the course of his- 
tory.” . 

When others are judged by these 
simple standards of nétural history, 
the question as they’are compared with 
Washington, is of which one among 
them most nearly approaches not the 
‘*Meal,” but tr “type.” The ideal ap- 
pears in myths and fictions. The type 
appears as the evidence shows that any 
man has become “straight,”’ able to 
form a rational judgment in spite of 
the primary emotions of fear and the 
appetites and to express ft in systemat- 
ic, straightforward action, On this test, 
Washington in this summing up of the 
evidence, stands before the Twentieth 
century as the type of American 
straightness, which in older English is 
calied’ justice. In anthropology, the 
only man whe is entirely humanized is 
the just man. (The John C. Winston 
Co., Philadelphia.) —
